“Delegates! Decorum please,” “Delegate, to what point 
do you rise?” For seven of our students who traveled to 
Boston last December, these statements will sound 
familiar. From Thursday, December 9, through Sunday, 
December 12, 1999, Smithfield High School students 
attended the 47 th annual Harvard Model United Nations
